WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—(4)— 
In twin moves to assure future 
oil supplies despite dwindling un- 


derground petroleum reserves, the 
:| house voted a $30,000,000 program 
i|today to develop synthetic fuels 


and the senate’s Truman commit- 


tee suggested that U. S, oil in- 
terests expand abroad. 

By a standing vote of 140 to 13, 
the house sent to the senate legis- 
lation by Representative Ran- 
dolph, Democrat, West Virginia, 
authorizing the Bureau of Mines 
to build experimental plants for 
producing motor and aviation 
gasoline from coal, oil shale, agri- 
cultural and forestry products. 

Interior Secretary Ickes has 
warned congress that domestic pe- 
troleum reserves will last about 14 
years at the present rate of con- 
sumption. The Bureau of Mines 
said there are enough coal re- 
serves to furnish synthetic fuel 
for 3,000 years. 

The oil reserve situation was 
the subject of a special report by 
the Truman committee, which ad- 
vised these steps: 

1. Request the Allies, particu- 
larly Britain, to transfer to the 
United States “a compensating vol- 
ume of proven reserves outside 
this country.” 

2. Work out an agreement for 
the equitable allocation of world 
reserves of petroleum “which will 
be discovered” in the future. 

Government ownership of for- 
eign oil sources is out of the ques- 
tion, the committee said, but gov- 
ernment aid is not. 

The Truman group called pri- 
vate initiative the spark that ob- 
tained oil concessions. at Bahrein 
island and in Saudi Arabia and 
said this should be encouraged 
elsewhere.

| “Responsibility for building the 
kind of democratic morale needed 
in a free world rests to a large 
extent upon educational leaders,” 
Carroll R. Reed told the second 


‘session of the: American Associa- 
_tion of School Administrators at

“To meet the need for education

As part of the morning program 
yesterday, with John £E. Bryan, 
county superintendent of schools,

R. Mort, Teachers’ College, Colum- 
bia University, New York, spoke 
on “Financing American Educa- 
‘tion in the Postwar Economy.” He 
asserted if the American public 
could be brought to a realization 
of the importance of education, 
they would provide it for their 
children regardless of cost and at 
‘the sacrifice of personal luxuries.

Nazis Captured 
By Jap-Americans 
Felt Deserted 


FORT DEVENS, Mass., Feb. 16. 
(P)—When the 100th Infantry bat- 
talion of the American Army, 
made up of Japanese-Americans, 
captured German prisoners during 
the Italian invasion, the Germans 
thought their Axis partner had 
forsaken them. 


The bewilderment of the Ger- 
mans was told today by the only 
New Englander to serve with the 
100th, Lieutenant Edward 0D. 
Chasse, son of Mr./and Mrs. Jos- 
eph Chasse, of Millinocket, Maine. 

Chasse is at Lovell General hos- 
pital, recovering from shell 
wounds inflicted while’ crossing 
the Volturno river. 

He paid high tribute to the Japa- 
nese, calling them “damned good 
Americans who are fighting for a 
little bit more than the other guys. 
After all, their homes in the Ha- 
Wallan Islands were blown up in 
many cases and, in addition, they 
were out to redeem their race.” 

When the unit came face to face 
with the Germans, he related, the 
enemy displayed surprise to find 
they were fighting Japanese. 

“We got some prisoners and they 
didn’t know what was happening,” 
he said.. “They wondered if the 
Axis has turned against them.”

Charge Curbed 


The Federal Communications 
Commission. has warned hotels, 
apartment houses and clubs to 
cease collecting “service charges” 
on interstate calls in addition to 
the regular charges of the tele- 
phone company—but the Georgia 
Public Service Commission is 
watching developments before is- 
suing such an order on intrastate 
calls, 

In Washington yesterday, the 
FCC explained that the telephone 
companies have filed a tariff pro- 
hibiting collection of extra 
charges. 

Chairman Walter McDonald, of 
the Georgia Public Service Com- 
mission, said he understood the 
national hotel associations are 
planning to challenge the FCC or- 
der. He said the state commission 
would observe these moves before 
taking action. 

The FCC order permits hotels 
to keep a larger percentage from 
telephone companies, while elimi- 
nating the charge to the patrons. 
They may keep a 15 per cent com- 
mission on the tolls, instead of a 
10 per cent commission with a 
maximum of 20 cents. 

McDonald said he would recom- 
mend that the Georgia Commis- 
sion allow hotels to adopt this pol- 
icy On intrastate calls if they de- 
sired. He predicted most hotels 
would fare better under the new 
plan. 

Patrons of hotels in Georgia are 
paying a 10 cents service fee for 
the most part. Some hotels in At- 
lanta have fees running as high as 
60 cents, it was reported. Hotels 
in Macon and Columbus and some 
Atlanta hotels do not make any 
service charges on the patrons.

Senate Okays 
Subsidies Ban 


| WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—(/)— 
The senate quickly gave final ap- 
proval today to legislation outlaw- 
ing subsidy payments to hold 
down the cost of food. 


The subsidy repealer, hitched to 
a measure extending the life of 
the Commodity Corporation, now 
goes to the house where prompt 
acceptance tomorrow is expected. 

Senate action followed agree- 
ment of senate and house con- 
ferees on the senate version of leg- 
islation to end the subsidy pay- 
ments next June 30 and continue 
the CCC, which pays most of the 
subsidies, until June 30, 1945. The 
house had favored immediate ter- 
mination of the payments. 


As soon as the house acts, the 
bill will go to the White House 
where Democratic leaders say it 
faces an almost certain veto. The 
final test will come when subsidy 
opponents try to muster the two- 
thirds vote necessary in each 
house to override the veto. 


The CCC legally expires tomor- 
row, but to forestall any legal tan- 
gle that might-arise from its tech- 
nical lapse, conferees wrote into 
the bill’'a provision making its ex- 
tension retroactive to February 17. 


Both subsidy advocates and foes 
have been in favor of continuing 
the CCC, although the senate- 
house conferees struck out of the 
repealer bill a senate proposal to 
boost its borrowing authority by 
$250,000,000. This was the prin- 
cipal change made by the con- 
ferees in the senate bill. 


Retained by conferees was the 
senate provision directing federal 
agencies to adjust milk prices up- 
ward to offset production cost in- 
creases since January 1, 1941.

Green Blasts 
Manpower Bill 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—(7)— 
AFL President William Green told 
the Senate Military Committee 
today a civilian labor draft would 
ruin the morale of war workers 
and might “break up millions of 
American families.” 

The law, urged by President 
Roosevelt as the keystone of the 
administration’s new legislative 
program, would force labor to 
work for the profit of private in- 
dustry, Green declared in a fist- 
pounding denunciation. 

“Millions of American families 
might be broken up,” he said. 
“Thousands of small business en- 
terprises might have to be aban- 
doned.” 

The labor leader, engaging in a 
sharp exchange with Senator Aus- 
tin, Republican, of Vermont, as- 
serted: “Your bill compels a man 
to work; it is conscription of 
labor.” 

“It’s time that bubble is 
pricked,” Austin retorted. “There 
is no compulsion in this law.” 


BILL’S PROVISIONS 
The bill would provide a system 


for workers to volunteer for jobs 
‘in critical Jabor areas. 


However, 
if volunteers were insufficient, 
workmen could be drafted for es- 
sential jobs, and if convicted of 


$1,000. 

Austin said passage of the act 
would cut down labor turnover in 
war plants and would “tone up” 
the War Manpower Commission’s 
controls over job placements. 

“The major cause of strikes is 
that the government is attempting 
to enforce wage stabilization while 
it has failed to stabilize the cost 
of living,” said Green. 

GREEN’S REMEDIES 

“The way to prevent strikes is 
through upward revision of 
wage rates, or, even more effec- 
tively, by rigid teduction and con- 
trol of prices of the necessities of 
life. Unfortunately, neither the 
congress nor the executive branch 
of the government has thus far 
seen fit to put such a program 
into effect.” 

Green was the first witness in 
weeks of hearings to oppose the 
bill, previously backed by the War 
and Navy departments. He wound 
up his argument by calling the 
Austin bill unconstitutional. 

“There can be no true compari- 
son between drafting citizens to 
serve in the armed forces for the 
defense of their country and draft- 
ing other citizens to work by com- 
pulsion in industries operating for 
private profit,” he said. 

He said there have been more 
strikes proportionately in Britain 
than in this country since Britain 
adopted a universal service law, 
but this statement was disputed 
by a “citizens’ committee for a na- 
tional war nash act.” 


Airways Now Equipping 
With New Radio Devices 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—() 
Military and civilian planes are 
being equipped with new high 
frequency radio, range receivers 


in preparation for a change-over 
to improved sending equipment on 
the nation’s airways. 

This was learned today along 
with disclosure that the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration soon will 
replace some of the more than 
100 radio range stations taken 
from federal airlanes early in the 
war for use on military air trans- 
port paths around the world. 

Standard equipment now in use 
sends out signals in’ the interme- 
diate frequencies—200 to 400 kilo- 
cycles. Just before the war be- 
gan the CAA was preparing to 
change over to equipment using 
frequency from 119 to 126 mega- 
cycles.

Late in October, 1942, things 


were astfir in Cabanatuan prison. 
Not long before then, the Japs had 
searched out 400 men with techni- 
cal knowledge, had given them 
physical examinations and new 
clothing, and had put them aboard 
a ship bound for Japan, where 
they were to be factory slaves. 

Now the same thing was start- 
ing again. They were looking for 
1,000 men this time. We were told, 
however, that no one need go if 
he could find some one to take his 
place. There were ‘rumors, too, 
that the 1,000 were bound, not for 
Japan, but to Davao prison colony 
on Mindanao Island. 

I didn’t want to go to Japan, 
where there would be no chance of 
escape, but I was so sick of Caba- 
natuan I would have been willing 
to go almost anywhere. So I got 
out a deck of greasy cards and 
dealt two poker hands. The north 
hand represented Cabanatuan and 
the south Mindanao. North lost to 
a pair of aces, so I announced |! 
was ready to pack up. 
PRISONERS WEEDED OUT 


and divided into companies of 200 
men each. There were sick men 
in the lines and 31 of these were 
pulled out and left behind for such 
treatment as Cabanatuan offered. 
The rest of us were marched the 
four miles into the town of Caba- 
natuan and loaded into narrow- 
gauge boxcars, For a change, the 
Japs left the doors open, and we 
had ventilation. 

We reached Manila that after- 
noon, were held in the cars until 
night, then were marched through 
the deserted streets to Old Bilibid 
prison. There we slept on con- 
crete floors, but it wasn’t so bad, 
because the Japs fed us mutton 
soup and rice on our arriva\. 

The next day, October 25, we 
were assembled in companies and 
started off down the street. We 
realized at once that this was an- 
other victory march such as te 
Corregidor prisoners made, one o¥

of Manila streets for a long time. 
Several of the Jap leaders became 
separated from the main company 
and took their men up and down 
and around and about for hours. 
The search for these groups pro- 
longed the march of the others. 

The Filipinos who lined the 
streets looked at us silently and 
with compassion.

From the Jap 
point of view, the march was a 
flop. The attitude of the populace 
discouraged even the Jap soldiers 
who stood here and there along 
the streets, soldiers such as those 
who cursed and abused the Cor- 
regidor prisoners. 

We arrived at the docks in late 
evening. Before us lay our ship, 


which had been refitted first as a 
Japanese troop ship and later as 
a combination cargo and convict 
ship. 

FILTHY VESSEL

sleep smelled almost as bad as the

In 
a few hours we were crawling 
with them.

The heat, filth, and stench of 
the ship—with the curse of sea- 
sickness added—kept many men 
from retaining their food, so, al- 
though the rations were the best 
we'd had for a long time, these 
men did not benefit from them. 


I don’t know whether the Japs f 


suspected it, but never was there 
a ship afloat with so many mutiny 
plots aboard. As we learned later, 
almost every group had one. Our 
clique began discussing the possi- 
bility almost as soon as we left 
Iloilo. All of us were of the air 
forces and had taken in some 
Marines.

The Swedish newspaper Afton

Mrs. Crane, however, isn’t using 
the same definition of memory 
as a psychologist does. The lat- 
ter regards memory as retention 
of an impression in the brain or 
nervous system, 

If Mrs. Crane and I are equally 
interested in the same situation 
and look at it for the same amount 
of time, she’ll remember it just as 
long as I will. You readers will 
also remember it just as long, for 
there is little difference between 
any of us in this sheer retentive- 
ness of a neural impression, 
WHAT IS MEMORY? 

But if Mrs. Crane and I glance 
over a political column in this 
newspaper, she will not recall as 
much of it as I, at least as a gen- 
eral rule. 

And the reason is my greater 
interest in politics. Women usual- 
ly have slight interest in such 
matters. But she would recall 
far more of the needlecraft and 
recipe data in the paper than 
would Il. 

So poor memories usually refer 
to lack of vital interest in the 
material under discussion. Rarely 
will anybody forget things in 
which he is seriously involved, 
such as his pay check, his sweet- 
heart, his relatives, etc.

After lunch, two servicemen from the Army Air Force orchestra, 
Staff Sergeant Virgil Fox and Corporal Glen Darwin, gave us a 
wonderful ‘half hour of music. Corporal Darwin has a fine voice, 
and though Sergeant Fox is an organist, he played the accompani-, 
ments on the piano in a gelightful way. They go to Walter Reed 
hospital every Wednesday, and I imagine that the hours they spend 
in the wards are hours of great pleasure to the wounded men.

Every Woman 
Can Have 
Shapely Legs 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


We have been solemnly prom- 
ised that skirts will not go above 
the knees as they did in the other 
war, but they are already so high 
that legs are scarcely to be over- 
looked. Anybody can tell at a 
glance that the average run of 
legs is not as good as it could be. 

Most legs are too fat or skinny 
looking—and the trouble isn’t 
weight. It is the underdevelop- 
ment of the leg muscles. Even 
with gas rationed and low heels 
the fashion, legs don’t get enough 
exercise to make a shapely calf 
and well turned ankle. 


But if you start legwork, don’t 
set your mind on seeing an im- 
provement within a certain time. 
It may take only a few weeks; 
then again, it may take a few 
months. But there is one thing 
sure, you can make a marked im- 
provement in these contours. 

Kick off your shoes for a bit 
of exercise that is fun. Stand with 
feet parallel and go up on the toes 
of the right foot, lower, and go 
up on the toes of the left—right, 
left! Keep it up for 20 counts and 
get some rhythm. Stay right 
where you are to do this exer- 
cise, 

You can combine this exercise 
for the legs with a waistline trim- 
mer. Keep your shoes off, clasp 
both hands overhead with fingers 
interlaced and palms turned to- 
ward ceiling, stretch slim through 
the middle, and do the right-left, 
up-down exercise just given as a 
walk the full length of the room, 
five times. 

After that, sit on the floor with 
legs together, straight out on the 
floor in front. Stretch = slim 
through the middle, then reach 
over and grasp the toes firmly 
and pull ‘toward you, hold, relax— 
repeat three times. As a variation 
of ‘this exercise, separate legs 
widely, and reach over and grip 
toes of one foot at a time. That 
gives you an extra twist for the 
waistline. 

Finish with leg massage. Lie 
back on the floor with legs prop- 
ped up on low bench or stack of 
pillows. Flex one leg toward you, 
grasp firmly at the ankle, and 
massage by straightening the leg 
and drawing hands up toward the 
knee. A little lotion or cream 
makes the massage easier to do 
and is soothing to wind-chapped 
legs. You can repeat the massage 
stroke as many counts as you like, 
but alternate legs.

Learn How To 


Fix Tripe 


By Sally Saver. 


Often nowadays you see a pan 
of a strange-looking, very white 
meat in the marketman’s display. 
“What is that?” you timidly ask, 


and because he’s tired and over- 
worked and as weary as you are 
of struggling with short supplies, 
insufficient help and ration points, 
he replies with the one word, 
“Tripe.” And you pass on to 
something else because even if you 
have heard of tripe vaguely some- 
where, you haven't the slightest 
notion how to cook it. 


Tripe is one of the meat spe- 
cialties like sweetbreads, heart, 


brains, kidney and liver. It is the 
inner lining of the beef stomach. | 


Honeycomb tripe is considered quite 
a delicacy, and is a featured dish 
in many a fine restaurant that 
has a foreign, especially French, 
flavor. Because most of the meat 
specialties are low in point-cost, 
simply because many persons do 
not know how to use them, and 
some are entirely point-free, we 
should in the interest of economy 
of points and money be explora- 
tory enough to try them. Next 
time you see tripe in your market 
take some home and make one of 
these dishes, Tripe is so mild in 
itself, the addition of some sav- 
ory food is needed to give it tone 
and individuality. Tripe always 
_— be parboiled to make it ten- 
er, 


TRIPE IN SAVORY SAUCE 


Select fine, thick, honeycomb 
tripe, wash thoroughly, cook for 


20 minutes in boiling salt water 
and then plunge it immediately 
into cold water to blanch. Wash 
repeatedly in fresh water and then 
cook it entirely soft in boiling wa- 
ter with salt, and two onions. 
Then prepare a sauce by blend- 
ing 2 tablespoonfuls of margarine 
with 2 tablespoonfuls of flour, 
without letting it brown, add 1 1-2 
small cloves of very finely crush- 
ed and chopped garlic, and 1 tea- 
spoonful finely-chopped parsley. 
Cook for a few minutes more, add 
1 teaspoonful of sugar and 1 cup 
of beef broth and let the sauce, 
which should be creamy, boil for 
15 minutes more without becom- 
ing too thick or pasty. Cut the 
tripe into noodles 2-3 inches long 
and 1-4 inch wide, and cook for 
1-2 hour in the sauce, adding more 
salt, if necessary. When Serving, 
garnish the dish with croutons. 
TRIPE A LA CREOLE 

Clean 2 pounds of tripe well 
and boil until tender. Cut into 
slices of about 2 inches long and 
1-2 an inch wide. Smother well 
in a saucepan 2 onions sliced thin 
and a tablespoonful of butter. 
Then chop about one square inch 
of lean ham very fine and add. 
Brown in a saucepan 2 cloves of 
garlic, chopped fine, 3 sprigs each 
of thyme and bay leaf, minced 
very fine. Add about 12 large, 
fresh tomatoes or a 2-pound can. 
Season all to taste with salt and 
cayenne pepper. Let this cook 
for 10 minutes, add the tripe and 
let all simmer for 25 minutes, 
Season to taste and serve hot.

No Closed Shop 


Editor, Constitution: Absence 
from the city caused me to miss 
seeing earlier an editorial of Jan- 
uary 28 headed “Obvious.” Be- 
cause this editorial is so obvious- 
ly based on misunderstanding of 
the National War Labor -Board’s 
rulings on the closed shop in union 
agreements, I am calling your at- 
tention to the actual policy of the 
board, 

The board has never directed 
that a closed shop or a union shop 
be included in a union-manage- 
ment agreement in any plant that 
did not previously have such a re- 
lationship between the company 
and the union. 

You are evidently confusing the 
board’s' directives on “mainte- 
nance of membership” with the 
closed shop, though the two are 
poles apart. The maintenance of 
membership policy so usual in the 
board’s directives can best be ex- 
plained in the clear language of 
Dr. Frank Graham, public mem- 
ber of the board: 

“This provision does not com- 
pel any old employes or any new 
employes to join the union. Em- 
ployes who have already with- 
drawn from the union within the 
15-day period can remain out of 
the union and yet remain in the 
employment of the company.”

Conserwative Course 
In Race Relations 


A short time ago there was chartered in 
Georgia and the south a Southern Regional 
Council. Its membership includes ministers, busi- 
ness men, professional men and educators. It is sp se 
committed to the study of racial problems and it is committed to a 
conservative approach and a southern approach. 


The south knows this problem is one of its chief problems. That 
the south should face it is important. That is a beginning the south 
should make, and a beginning it has not heretofore made, a facing 
of the problem, 


There is no thought or suggestion of “social equality,” as the 
uninformed or the deliberately demagogic charge to any group which 
works at this problem. There is no one who advocates mingling 
the two races; only in the rabid minds of little men does the 
thought of such exist. 


Indeed, no one expects to “solve” the problem of the Negro. 
No one has any handy solution for it. 


But it is folly for the south not to use its common sense and 
realize that if the south does not work at this problem, and produce 
results, Negro leaders in the south can do nothing else but turn to 
the north for leadership and assistance. 


The Negro leaders of the south are looking to the white southern 
people for help—now. They are ready and anxious to work with 
the people of the south. They are friendly. They advocate no 
“social equality” or “mingling of the races,” but have asked merely 
they be met halfway in discussion and in planning of ways to better 
the Negroes’ sorry lot in life. 


THEY SEEK What are they seeking? What do they ask? Only 

a few things: a fairer share in the decent things 
of life—better education, equality before the law, better welfare, 
an opportunity to use their skills, better health and better op- 
portunities. 


It is the convenient thing for enemies of this country who do a 
job for Hitler by endeavoring to stir up strife between the two races, 
to make inflammatory charges, to set in motion all sorts of fantastic 
reports. The honest truth is not asingle southern Negro leader has 
ever said a word about “social equality.” 


How may the people know this? Their meetings have been 
public. Their reports have been published. These are not reports 
“from Harlem.” They are the voices of southern Negroes who are 
teachers and ministers and heads of colleges and business men. 


In their meetings they deliberately excluded all Negroes from 
north of the Mason Dixon line. They did so because they wanted 
to work this thing out with southern whites. 


A great many southern white people, several hundred reputable 
men from 10 states, are members of the southern council. It is not 
an interracial organization. It is a council which hopes to devise a 
solution for at least some of the problems confronting us. The 
whole future prosperity of the south is bound up in getting rid of 
our poverty and raising the living standards of the south. 


Dr. Howard Odum, a Georgian now at the University of North 
Carolina, served as the temporary chairman. Bishop Arthur J. 
Moore, of the Methodist church; Bishop Gerald P. O’Hara, of the 
Savannah-Atlanta Catholic diocese; Bishop John More Walker, of 
the Episcopal church, and several other bishops and ministers from 
other churches over the south, are in the council as are business 
men, newspaper editors and professional men. I mention the church- 
men because the south has confidence in its ministers and knows 
they would not join in an unworthy undertaking. 

After all, it is not much the Negro asks. 


SOUTHERN COURSE 
cannot conceive of any southerner, 


rich or poor, opposing what is simple justice. The problem is 
complicated in some states because prejudices for years have been 
fanned in political campaigns; the lie has replaced the truth, and 
distortion has substituted for fact. 


There are persons who are uninformed. There are others who 
have been affected by the tensions of the war and the lack of do- 
mestic help. It is easy to believe rumors, to give an ear to those 
stories set in motion by the enemies of this country, when tempers 
are short, when the house is uncleaned and there is no one with 
whom to leave the children in order to accept an evening out. 


But, the fact remains that this is not just a problem of the 
colored man, but a southern problem. 


I cannot conceive * a single literate southerner who would op- 
pose seeking a way to find out what the white south can do which 
will enable the Negro leaders of the south to keep control of the 
situation in this region and prevent the northern radicals from 
a in with their drastic proposals which are so apt*to produce 
rouble, 


What can the southerner do? 

He can refuse to listen to the tiresome lies of the dealers in 
prejudices, to those who play Hitler’s game, and he can lend to such 
an effort his good will, if not his support, and realize that it is his 
problem, too, as it is the problem of all of us in the south,

Some Men Never Have 
Enough Pockets in Suits 


You have all met men who never have suffi- 
cient pocket capacity in a suit of clothes to carry 
all the items they want to tote around with 
them. The fellows who have a habit of using 
their pockets as filing cases, keeping memoranda and-odd imple- 
ments of vocation or avocation with them at all times.

It was inspired by the pilot of an RAF bomber who almost 
did not get back from a raid over the Burma jungle and his imag- 
ination impressed upon him that, had he been forced to bail out, 
he could not have kept himself alive in the jungle. 


So, for six months, he spent his spare time designing a flying 
suit that would carry the means of sustaining life for a long stay 
in the jungle. The result is more than a suit. It is, to all intents 
and purposes, a vehicle for a lot of pockets. 


WHAT THEY CARRY To begin with, the two breast pockets 
are so made as to carry a supply of 
cans of food concentrate. Under the armpits are special pockets 
for medical supplies. There are pockets all down the front and 
back, whose functions include the carrying of compasses, maps, 
cigarettes, a flashlight, waterproof matches, water sterilizers, thorn- 
resisting leather elbow gloves. There are pockets for commando 
knives and a short bayonet and, on the belt, is carried one of those 
fearfully lethal knives used by the Ghurkas, called a kukri. 


There are other pockets, each for specific purpose. And, fastened 
on the flyer’s back is a collapsible pack containing a haversack 
into which, once he has bailed out and reached the ground, he can 
transfer all the stuff out of his pockets.

He’s in Athens, is Harold, at the Georgia Press Institute, the 
annual February meeting of newspapermen and women from ail 
over the state to discuss common problems and listen to a lot of 
uncommonly good speakers. 


And the reason he won't be able to cover it as well as The Con- 
stitution has heretofore is that, for the past several years—ever since 
the old Georgian folded—the Press Institute has been Dudley Glass’ 
baby. 


Dudley Glass had thousands.upon thousands of fans. But the 
most ardent of all were the men and women who run Georgias 
weekly papers, the folks who even now are en route to Athens for 
John Drewry’s annual Institute. 


They loved him well. And it was mutual. Annually in Athens, 
they trouped to his room to laugh and talk far into the night. And 
if, perchance, Dudley’s room was empty, one had only to walk down 
the corridors until one came to the door from whence emanated the 
most joviality. There, inevitably, one would find Dudley—his coat 
off, his collar open—regaling his listeners with newspaper tales of 
days gone-by. 


Dudley never bothered to go out looking for stories of the Insti- 
tute. Everything and everybody sooner or later drifted into his 
room. He could call the roll, long before the end of the first day, 
of everyone in attendance. He knew full well, moreover, why each 
and every absent brother had not shown up. He called them all 
by their first names and he wrote of them with an ease and fa- 
miliarity which his readers found delightful.

Democratic Congress 
Almost Inevitable 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—It is interesting to 
consider one of the latest arguments being ad- 
vanced by administration critics for the defeat 
of President Roosevelt in the coming November 
elections. 

The argument proceeds on the false assumption that regardless 
of who is elected President the next congress will be predominantly 
Republican. It is an assumption based on the all but unbroken 
chain of Republican victories during the past two years. 


Even if Mr. Roosevelt should be re-elected, it is contended that~ 
the nation would be faced with an intolerable situation growing out 
of the fact that the President’s party would not be in control of the 
legislative branch of the government during the crucial war period 
and peace settlement that lies ahead. 

In the first place, to advance an argument of that kind is to 
impute a gross lack of patriotism to the opposition. lt is equivalent 
to saying that congress is incapable of subordinating political aims 
to the common good of the nation.. 

But the argument is weak on factual no less than on moral 
grounds. Granted that the political trend of the past two years 
strongly points to the possibility of the Republicans capturing cor 
trol of the lower house of congress, that does not take into account 
what the situation in the senate will be. 


SMALL CHANCE Any casual analysis of the senate situation 
shows clearly enough that the Republicans 
have little, if any, chance to wrest control of that body from the 
Democrats, due to the constitutional provision requiring only a third 
of the senate membership to come up for election every two years. 

In contrast, the entire membership of the house has to be elected 
every two years. 

The division of party strength in the senate today is 58 to 37 
in favor of the Democrats, with a lone Progressive, Senator Robert 
M. LaFollette, the pro-New Deal former Republican of Wisconsin, 
making the 96th member. This means that the Republicans in order 
to capture control must gain 12 new members, 49 being a majority, 
while retaining all vacancies expiring at the end of this year. 

Only 33 senators come up for election in 1944, including @2 
Democrats and 11 Republicans. Thus the Republicans must not 
only hold all of their 11 expiring seats, but gain 12 additional ones 
from the 22 Democratic vacancies. 

Now of the 22 Democratic vacancies it just so happens that 11 
of them are from rock-ribbed Democratic states or the border states 
which are traditionally Democratic. Most everyone concedes that 
it would take a political upheaval of the worst sort to wrest any of 
these seats from the Democrats. 

While the Republicans need to elect 23 members next November 
to gain control, the Democrats will need to return only 12 of their 
22 vacancies, not counting the possibility of making inroads on 
some of the expiring Republican terms. That would give the New 
Deal party exactly half of the senate membership, or 48, which 
combined with the vote of the lone pro-administration Progressive 
would be a majority. 

In other words, the Democrats would have to pick up only one 
seat over and above the 11 which they seem sure to hold in the 
south and border states. They could do this by re-electing any one 
of eight or more Democratic senators coming up this fall and who, 
all of them, are given more than an even chance of succeeding them- 
selves, 

Anyone whd can assume Republican control’ of the next senate 
in the face of this situation is completely.haywire. It might happen, 


but it would take a Republican landslide to do it. 
WORKS OTHER WAY Hence the very argument that is being 
. used as a reason for the defeat of 


President Roosevelt for re-election applies far more forceably on 
the other side. If a Republican president should be elected, it ts 
far more likely that he would be faced with a divided control of 
congress than Mr. Roosevelt, who regardless of what happens in the 
house seems reasonably assured of continued party control in the 
senate. 

Finally, there is a word to be said about the claims of Repub- 
licans that, in view of recent political trends, they have reasonable 
prospects of capturing control of the house regardless of how the 
presidential election goes. The history of the country does not sup- 
port such a thesis. 

On the contrary, the record shows that invariably a president 
who is elected or re-elected carries the lower house of congress with 
him. There may be an exception in history, but if there is it does 
not come immediately to mind. 

The most reasonable surmise of seasoned political observers ‘* 
that if Mr. Roosevelt is elected to a fourth term he will carry with 
him a majority of at least 50 in the house, which is answer enougn 
to those who profess to visualize a period of divided government 
control if the President is continued in office.

“Hand me a washtub,” he hol- 
lered. “The schoolhouse is a-fire.’ 

The lame and the halt and the 
expectant mothers rose as if 
jerked on strings. They practical- 
ly trampled the men as they head- 
ed for the door. The doctor 
popped out the door of the exam-

still hanging from his ears. The 
patient he was working on was 
right behind him, struggling into 
his shirt. They scooted through 
the door. Nobody handed the man 
a washtub.

Just as the last 
of the flames went out under a 
sousing bucket of water the Nor- 
cross fire truck rolled up. It was 
a fine red engine with a lot of 
shiny brass and hose enough to 
to reach a quarter of a mile. 

But the fire was already out. 
It was a great moment for Du- 
luth. It would have taken all the 
edge off the excitement if Nor-

Meet 8 Soldiers 
Who Know 
Their War 


IN ITALY, Feb. 16.—(By Wire- 
less.) —Of the nearly 200 men who 
came Overseas in the company I’m 
with now, only eight are left. In 
those eight men you will find 
everything a military man would 
like to have in a soldier. 

They have all been in the Army 
nearly three years. They have 
been away from America two 
years. They have served in North- 
ern Ireland, Scotland, England, 
Algeria, Tunisia and Italy. They 
have been at it so long they have 
become truly more soldier than 
civilian, 

Their life consists wholly and 
only of war, for they areand always 
have been front-line infantrymen, 
They have survived because the 
fates have been kind to them, cer- 
tainly, but also because they have 
become hard and immensely wise 
in animal-like ways of self-preser- 
vation, 

NONE LIKES WAR 


None of them likes war. 
all want to go home, but they have 
been at it so long they know how 
to take care of themselves and to 
lead others. Every company is 
built around a little group like 
them. 

I wouldn’t go so far as to say 
these boys haven’t changed since 
they left America. Of course they 
have changed—they have had to. 
And yet when I sit and talk with 
them they seem just like ordinary 
humans back home. 

Take Sergeant Paul Allum.- 
baugh, for instance. He’s an Iowa 
boy and a great soldier, yet so 
quiet, kind and good-natured you 
can’t imagine him ever killing 
anybody. He’s only 21, after these 
years of fighting, and when shav- 
ed and cleaned up after battle he 
doesn’t look abit older. At first 
he looks too small to be a soldier, 
but then you realize how well 
built he is. 

He is good-looking, and his face 
is the kind you instinctively like. 
NARROW ESCAPES 

Sergeant Allumbaugh’s nick- 
name is Tag. He has gone through 
the whole thing so far without a 
wound, although narrow escapes 
have been countless. He has one 
bullet scratch across his hand and 
another across a foot. These are 
not counted as wounds. 

Tag served for three months in 
the British Commandos when vol- 
unteers were asked for out of his 
company in Scotland. He fought 
with them in Africa, too, then 
came back with his buddies—and 
his relatives. At one time this 
outfit was practically the Allum- 
baugh family, with Tag and his 
brother and five cousins in it, all 
from Shenandoah, Iowa. All sev- 
en of them are still alive, but 
their fates have been varied.

If you have such non-taxable

Among the more common ex- 
amples of non-taxable income are 
the following: 

Accident insurance proceeds. 
Advances and loans by your em- 
ployer which are definitely repay- 
able; but these become taxable if 
repayment is forgiven by the em- 
ployer. 

Allotment paid by the govern- 
ment to family of a serviceman. 
(But the portion of the allotment 
which is deducted from the serv- 
iceman’s pay is taxable to him.) 
Allowance by a husband to a 
wife for household expenses. This 
would not be deductible by the 
husband nor taxable to the wife. 
Board and lodging furnished for 
the convenience of the employer; 
that is furnished to an employe 
who is required to accept these in 
order to properly perform his du- 
ties. For example, where an em- 
ploye is subject to service at any 
time and cannot obtain quarters 
or meals elsewhere without inter- 
ference with his duties, and so is 
required by the employer to ac- 
cept quarters and meals furnished 
by him, the value thereof is not 
taxable income. 

Gifts, bequests and legacies, al- 
though the income from these is 
taxable. Thus, if someone has left 
you a bond, the value thereof, is 
not taxable to you, but the interest 
which you collect (unless it hap- 
pens to be a tax-exempt govern- 
ment. bond) is taxable. 

Interest on state and local gov- 
ernment bonds, and interest on 
certain U. S. government bonds.
